“INSURANCE  ACT.” 

T3URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  247 
of  the  “  Insurance  Act,”  being  chapter  133 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1936,”  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following 
regulations: — 


Regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Insur¬ 
ance  Act  ”  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ESTAB¬ 
LISHMENT  of  “  The  Insurance  Board  of 
British  Columbia.” 


1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Insurance  Act  ”: 

“  Board  ”  means  “  The  Insurance  Board  of 
British  Columbia  ”  constituted  under 
these  regulations: 

“  Agent  ”  means  an  insurance  agent  as  de¬ 
fined  in  Part  X.  of  the  Act: 

“  Salesman  ”  means  an  insurance  salesman 
as  defined  in  Part  X.  of  the  Act: 

“  Insurer  ”  has  the  meaning  assigned  thereto 
by  the  Act: 

“  Licence  ”  and  “  licensed  ”  refer  to  a  licence 
pursuant  to  the  Act  of  an  insurer,  an 
agent,  or  a  salesman,  as  the  case  may 
be. 

2.  These  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  in¬ 
surers  or  agents  with  respect  to  life  insurance. 

3.  There  is  hereby  established  a  Board  to  be 
known  as  “  The  Insurance  Board  of  British 
Columbia.” 

4.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  four  members, 
of  whom  one  shall  be  representative  of  licensed 
insurers  who  are  members  of  the  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  Insurance  Underwriters’  Association; 
one  shall  be  representative  of  other  licensed 
insurers ;  one  shall  be  representative  of  licensed 
agents  appointed  by  licensed  insurers  who  are 
members  of  the  British  Columbia  Insurance 
Underwriters’  Association;  and  one  shall  be 
representative  of  licensed  agents  appointed  by 
other  insurers.  The  members  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  for  a  term  of  one  year,  but  may  from 
time  to  time  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council. 

5.  In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  occurring  by 
reason  of  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the 
remaining  members  shall  have  power,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  vacancy,  to  carry  out  the  func¬ 
tions  of  the  Board.

appointed  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  hold  the 
same  representative  character  as  his  prede¬ 
cessor. 

7.  In  the  event  of  any  member  of  the  Board 
being  unable  to  attend  personally  any  meeting 
of  the  Board,  he  may,  by  writing  under  his 
hand  directed  to  the  chairman  of  the  Board, 
nominate  a  licensed  agent  or  an  officer  of  a 
licensed  insurer  of  the  same  representative 
character  as  himself  to  act  in  his  place  at  such 
meeting,  and  the  person  so  nominated  shall 
have,  for  the  purposes  of  such  meeting,  the 
same  duties  and  powers  as  the  person  by  whom 
he  is  nominated. 

8.  The  Board  shall  in  the  first  place  consist 
of  the  following  persons,  namely:  William  R. 
Sloan,  525  Seymour  Street,  Vancouver,  as  rep¬ 
resentative  of  licensed  insurers  who  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  British  Columbia  Insurance  Under¬ 
writers’  Association;  Donovan  Allen,  850 
Hastings  Street  West,  Vancouver,  as  repre¬ 
sentative  of  other  insurers;  James  T.  Arm¬ 
strong,  744  Hastings  Street  West,  Vancouver, 
as  representative  of  licensed  agents  appointed 
by  licensed  insurers  who  are  members  of  the 
British  Columbia  Insurance  Underwriters’ 
Association;  and  G.  H.  L.  Hobson,  163  Hast¬ 
ings  Street  West,  Vancouver,  as  representative 
of  licensed  agents  appointed  by  other  insurers. 
The  Board  shall  from  among  its  members  elect 
a  chairman  of  the  Board  to  hold  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

9.  The  quorum  for  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
shall  be  four  members  present  either  in  per¬ 
son  or  by  a  person  nominated  pursuant  to 
Regulation  7,  or,  in  the  event  of  any  vacancy, 
three  members  present  either  in  person  or  by 
a  person  nominated  pursuant  to  Regulation  7. 
No  decision  of  the  Board  shall  be  valid  unless 
a  quorum  is  present. 

10.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  secretary, 
who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  Board.  The  secretary  shall  keep  minutes 
of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  in  a  book 
to  be  called  the  “  minute-book,”  and  shall  con¬ 
duct  all  the  correspondence  of  the  Board,  and 
may  make  preliminary  investigation  and  secure 
information  in  respect  to  matters  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Board,  and  shall  have  such  other 
duties  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time 
prescribe. 

11.  Questions  arising  at  any  meeting  shall 
be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes.  In  case  of 
an  equality  of  votes,  the  chairman  shall  have 
a  second  or  casting  vote. 

12.  The  Board  shall  hold  a  monthly  meeting 
on  the  second  Monday  in  each  month.  The 
secretary  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  chairman 
or  of  any  two  members  of  the  Board,  summon 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Board. 

13.  Five  days’  clear  notice  of  any  special 
meeting  shall  be  given. 

14.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  serve 
without  remuneration. 

15.  The  Board  shall  be  liable  for  all  expenses 
incurred  by  the  Board. 

Functions  and  Duties  of  the  Board. 

16.  The  functions  and  duties  of  the  Board 
shall  be  to  assist  the  Superintendent  in  the 
determination  of  the  qualification  and  suit¬ 
ability  of  applicants  for  licences  as  agents  or 
salesmen,  including  the  determination  of  mat¬ 
ters  arising  in  respect  of  the  issuance,  suspen¬ 
sion,  and  cancellation  of  such  licences. 

Procedure. 

17.  In  the  case  of  an  application  for  an 
agent’s  licence  or  for  a  salesman’s  licence  by 
any  person  who  was  the  holder  of  an  agent’s 
licence  or  a  salesman’s  licence,  as  the  case  may 
be,  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1938,  the 
Superintendent  shall  refer  the  application  to 
the  Board  for  investigation  if  a  complaint  has 
been  made  to  him,  or,  having  been  made  to  the 
Board,  has  been  communicated  to  him  by  it, 
alleging  that  the  applicant  has  not  during  the 
period  of  his  last  licence  held  himself  out 


publicly  and  carried  on  business  in  good  faith 
as  an  agent  according  to  the  usual  and  proper 
practice  of  the  business  of  insurance,  or  that 
he  has  violated  any  provision  of  the  Act  or 
any  regulation  made  pursuant  to  the  Act,  or 
that  he  has  been  guilty  of  dishonesty,  fraud, 
or  misrepresentation  in  connection  with  his 
business  of  insui’ance,  or  has  shown  by  his 
conduct  as  an  agent  that  he  is  incompetent  or 
untrustworthy.  The  Board  shall  thereupon 
make  such  investigation  as  it  may  think  proper, 
and  shall  also  hold  a  hearing,  if  the  Board 
thinks  a  hearing  desirable  or  if  a  hearing  is 
requested  by  the  applicant.  The  Board  shall 
report  in  writing  its  finding  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  together  with  such  recommendation 
as  the  Board  may  think  proper  and  the  reasons 
therefor. 

18.  Upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  an 
agent’s  licence  or  for  a  salesman’s  licence  by 
any  person  who  was  not  the  holder  of  an 
agent’s  licence  or  a  salesman’s  licence  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  1938,  the  Superintendent 
shall  notify  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  such 
application,  and  the  Board  shall  thereupon 
make  such  investigation  as  it  may  think 
proper,  and  also  hold  a  hearing  if  the  Board 
thinks  a  hearing  desirable  or  if  a  hearing  is 
requested  by  the  applicant.  The  Board  shall 
report  in  writing  its  finding  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  together  with  such  recommendation 
as  the  Board  may  think  proper  and  the  reasons 
therefor. 

19.  In  case  a  temporary  licence  is  issued  to 
any  applicant,  the  Superintendent  may,  before 
extending  the  licence,  request  the  Board  to 
make  such  further  investigation  in  regard  to 
the  applicant  as  may  seem  advisable,  and  to 
report  in  writing  its  finding  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  together  with  such  recommendation  as 
the  Board  may  think  proper  and  the  reasons 
therefor. 

20.  The  Superintendent  of  Insurance  may,  if 
he  sees  fit  so  to  do,  refer  to  the  Board  any 
application  for  an  agent’s  licence  or  a  sales¬ 
man’s  licence,  and  shall,  if  requested  so  to  do 
by  the  Board,  refer  to  the  Board  for  investi¬ 
gation  any  act  or  matter  on  account  of  which 
a  licence  may  be  suspended  or  cancelled  under 
section  221  of  the  Act.  The  Board  shall  there¬ 
upon  make  such  investigation  as  it  thinks 
proper,  and  shall  also  hold  a  hearing  if  the 
Board  thinks  a  hearing  desirable  or  if  a  hear¬ 
ing  is  requested  by  the  licensee.  The  Board 
shall  report  in  writing  its  finding  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent,  together  with  such  recommendation 
as  the  Board  may  think  proper  and  the  reasons 
therefor. 

21.  The  Board  shall  have  the  like  powers  as 
the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Columbia  for 
compelling  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  a 
hearing,  and  of  examining  them  under  oath, 
and  compelling  the  production  and  inspection 
of  books,  documents,  and  things,  and  may  in 
its  discretion  accept  and  act  on  evidence  by 
statutory  declaration,  and  may  adjourn  the 
hearing  from  time  to  time,  and  any  member 
of  the  Board  may  administer  oaths  to  wit¬ 
nesses. 

22.  The  Superintendent  may,  with  or  with¬ 
out  such  further  investigation  or  hearing  as 
he  may  think  proper,  act  on  any  recommenda¬ 
tion  submitted  to  him  by  the  Board. 

23.  In  any  city  or  municipality  having  a 
population  of  not  less  than  25,000  any  appli¬ 
cant  for  a  first  licence  as  an  insurance  agent 
or  as  a  salesman  may,  if  the  Board  so  recom¬ 
mends,  be  required  to  pass  a  written  examina¬ 
tion  as  to  his  knowledge  of  the  insurance  busi¬ 
ness.  The  examination  shall  be  conducted 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  and  the 
Board  shall  forthwith  make  a  report  of  the 
examination  to  the  Superintendent. 

24.  Every  person  licensed  as  an  agent  or  as 
a  salesman  shall,  if  required  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  so  to  do,  furnish  to  the  Superintendent 
a  list  of  all  persons  to  whom  he  has,  directly 
or  indirectly,  paid  or  allowed  any  commission 
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or  other  compensation  or  thing-  of  value  in 
connection  with  insurance  business,  in  such 
form  as  the  Superintendent  may  prescribe, 
and  the  Superintendent  may  require  the  state¬ 
ment  to  be  verified  by  affidavit  or  statutory 
declaration.  No  information  furnished  pur¬ 
suant  to  this  regulation  shall  be  disclosed  by 
the  Superintendent  to  any  person  except  in 
pursuance  of  his  duties  as  Superintendent.

All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬
